W ashington, July 24—(GJR)—The Kel- 
logg-B riand trea ty in w hich nearly all 
the nations of the w orld for the first 
tim e in history pledge them selves to 
renounce w ar as an in stru m en t of n a­ 
tional policy becam e officially effective 
today w hen the Japanese instrum ent 
9f ratification w as deposited at the 
sla te departm ent by A m bassador De- 
buchia. 
The Japanese docum ent of ratlflea 
tion w as officially deposited exactly a t 
noon EST, a t w hich m om ent the K el­ 
logg pac^ becam e officially effective 
throughout nearly all of the world. 
The docum ent, bearing the 
g reat 
seal of Im perial Japan, w as delivered 
by A m bassador D ebuchia to S ecretary 
of S tate Stim son in 
the 
diplom atic 
room of the sta te departm ent.

Pres, Hoover’s Address 
W ashington, Ju ly 24.—The text 
the president’s speech follows: 
In April, 1928, as a result of discus­ 
sion between our secretary of sta te of 
th e U nited States and the m inister 
of foreign affairs of France, the presi­ 
d ent directed S ecretary 
Kellogg 
to 
propose to the nations of the world 
th a t they should en ter into a binding 
agreem ent as follows: 
A rticle I. 
The high co ntracting p ar­ 
ties solem nly declare in the nam es of 
th eir respective peoples th a t they con­ 
dem n recourse to w ar for the solution 
of international controversies, and re­ 
nounced it as an instrum ent of nation­ 
al policy in th eir relations w ith one 
an o th er 
A rticle 
2. 
The 
high 
contracting 
p arties agree th a t the settlem ent 
or 
solution of all disputes or conflicts of 
w hatever n atu re or w hatever (origin 
they m ay be, w hich m ay arise am ong 
them , shall never be sought except by 
pacific m eans. 
T h at w as a proposal to the consci­ 
ence and idealism of civilized nations. 
I t suggested a new step in in te ra c ­ 
tional laws, rich w ith m eaning, preg­ 
n a n t w ith new ideas in the conduct of 
w orld relations. 
It represented a plat- 
lo rm from w hich there is in stan t ap­ 
peal to the public opinion of the world 
as to specific acts and deeds. 
The m agnificent 
response of

w orld to these proposals is well indi­ 
cated by those now signatory to its 
provisions. 
U nder the term s of the 
tre a ty there have been deposited in
